1. (38mm) — WRITE IN — white on red, — AGNEW — blue on white — VICE PRESIDENT — 

white on blue. 

JOHN ASHBROOK 

1. (26mm) — ASHBROOK — small white letters on blue, depicts the highway symbol 

for "no left turn" red and white on blue. 

la. As above but the red slash goes completely across the pin. 

2. (44mm) — ASHBROOK — large red letters on a white field. 

EDWARD COLL 

1. (100mm) — COLL ' 7 2 — large blue letters on a white field, — END THE WAR 

IN AMERICA — in blue around lower edge.

The 5C and 50C are similar and both very rare. Probably a 25C was issued also. 


While we end this series on New Hampshire Civil War scrip for the present we 
hope to publish additional information in the future as it becomes available. Your 
help will be appreciated in supplying information or referring me to people who can 
do so. Some other items closely related to this series are the 25C scrip issued by 
a Tilton coal company during the 1933 bank holiday, and higher denominations issued 
by Concord Clearing House banks and by New Hampshire Clearing House during that 
same period. Does anyone know of any other 1933 depression issues in New Hampshire?
